The public mind of the world is kept on

the stretdh of excitement and anticipation by

one groat projest after another to bring all
nations into rapid communication with one
another, Atlantie telegraph cables, the Saez

Oanal, the continental Pacific Railrond,

new steamship lines to different and the most

remote parts of the globe, the proposed ship
canal scross the Isthmos of Cen Amerion,
the Pacifio telegraph cable project to connect

China and the ]g,:t generally with the Ameri-

oan Continent, and many other grand works,

show the wuminrfnl’pro a8 of the age. One
of tke Iatest of these great projects
is the establishment of steamship com-
munioation between Australia and Oalifor-
nia. The steamer Idaho, which arrived at

San Francisco from Honolulu, Sandwich

Islands, on the 5Sth of this mouth, brought the

mails and passengers that come from Austra-

lia by the steamer Wongawonga. There were
one hundred and forty passengefs, nearlyfall
of whom were eén rouls to England. This isa
now line, and it is intended to either conneot
with the line between the Sandwich Islands
and Ban Francisco or to ply direotly from

Sydney and Aunockland to California. The

Wongawenga was full of pussengers, and the

mails from New Sonth Wales and New Zea-

land were very large. The time from Sydne
to San Francisco was thirty-one days. Muo
better time than this will soon be made. We
believe the e has been made from
Australia

to En%hnd in forty days by
thia route and by the Pacifie Railread
and Atlantic steamships. This is great

progreas in the commerce of the Pacifie
and in traversing so large a portion

of the globe. The Wongawonga was to be
followed by the Oity of Adelaide and the
City of Melbourne, two other steamers of the
new line.

A few years ago, just before the gold dis-
covery in Californin, the Pacific Ocean, ex-

cept along the American coast, was litile
traversed mips of commerce. There were
only a few ers to the Sandwich Islands

and the islands of the South Pacific, and the
wimale ships that navigated that vast ocean.
Now there are steam lines to OChina and
Japan, to the Bandwich Islands, and to the
different countries of Australia. What a revo-
lt::.lion mt;hthin sofshti)jr]t a time! But we are
only on the eve of still greater progress. By
the aid of telegraphs and Btﬁlll’n wer t.h"c,;
English 8 g people on each side of the
vast Pacific will soon develop an extensive
commerce between themselves and among
the islands and countries in and bordering
that ocean. The dense populations of Asia
will soon feel this too. But our own
country. is destined to obtain the greatest
share by far of this eommerce, San Fran-
cisco will become, probably, second only
to New York in ecommercial importance.
We shall draw the surplus population of
China and other countries of Asia to
do our labor cheaply, and we shall increase
largely our exportations and importations.
Indeed, we can hardly imagine what the next
twenty years will develop in the way of trade
and intercourse and in the march of civiliza-
tion in Asia. ‘We have no doubt that a large
iorﬁon'd the travel between England and

ustralia will come this way. If it be a little
farther than by the Indian Ocean, Suez, and
the Mediterranean, itis more direct, with
fower changes, and probably less expensive.
The Pacific is a delightful ocean to navigate,
and with steamship and railroad connections
all complete we the this way
can be.made in as short or in shorter time
than by the other route., The one hundred
and forty passengera in one steamer en route
for Europe by Ban Francisco and the‘Paciﬂc
Railroad gives an idea of what may follow.
In view of these developments and prospects
we secommend Congress and our ontorpmg
merchants to turn their attention to the
trade of the Pacific Ucean. A great future
is before us in that part of the world if we
will seize the opportunities that are within
ur reach.

OUGHT MoFARLAND TO HAVE BEEN
SENT TO A LUNATIC ASYLUM ?
From the N. ¥, Times,

The Kvening Post and the Cifizen answer
this question in the affirmative, and are dis-
posed to censure the Recorder for letting
the prisoner lcose upon society. With every
respect for the authority of the Citizen on a
question of law, we think there can be little
doubt that in this instance it has mistaken
the grounds on which the acoused was re-
leased.

The statute providing for the confinement
of a prisoner on the ground of insanity ecan
only be put in force when the verdict of the
jury distinctly anthorizes it. In the case of
ilanrland there was no such verdict. The
jury simply found him *‘not guilty,” saying
nothing whatever about insanity—which was
equivnhnt to & declaration of their opinion
that the prisoner was justified in taking Rich-
ardson’s life. As to the morality of snch a
verdict, we have nothing to say at this mo-
went. We must simply regard it as a fact,
with which aslone the %tscorder could deal.
He had no power to order the detention of
the prisoner after the jury returned a verdict
of “‘not gnilty."

The law in England with reference to erimi-
nals in whose behalf the plea of insanity is
set up and maintained is different from our
own. The theory of the English law ia that
if the individual had not a sense of right and
wrong, of good and evil, he could not be re-
garded as sane; but in practice this is de-
garted from very widely. Proof is always

emanded that insanity existed at the time
the oriminal act was committed. The modern
practice is thus defined: —*‘Where the general
conduct of the prisoner has been such as to
indicate unsoundness of mind, even thongh
considerable contrivance has accompanied the
act, or where there is evidence of his having
been the subject of an irresistible impulse to
kill, the jury generally ind a verdict of ac-
quittal, in opposition to the older authorities,
who confined the exemption from responsi-
bility within very narrow limita."

But when a prisoner is aoquitted on the
ground of insapity in Enﬂlsnd. he by mo
weAns escapes scot free. 8 Judg; orders
him to be ‘‘confined during Her njnaz;:
pleasure” that is, during the term of
natural life. The prisoner is sent to a luna-
tic asylum to spend the remainder of his
days. Thus it happened in the case of Ox-
ford, who shot at the Queen many years age
and algo in that of & woman who had nurse
the Prince of Wales, and who murdered all
her children at Esher. There can be very
little question that this is the proper method
of dealing with erininal lunatics. Our statute
for shutting up a prisoner soquitted on the
ground of insanity works sim during the
pleasure of- the medieal men of the ugnm,
who may, as they sometimes do, refuse to re-
ceive him, nllaginE that he is not insane,
although the jury have declared by their ver-
diot that he is, When Oxford was sent to
Bedlam, several of the dootors are said to?
have been of opinion that he was no more in-
sane than any ome of themselves. But he
was shut up there just the same, and the doe-
tors had, of course, no power to interfere.

The great point, however, in the MoFar-
land csse is that the jury did not the

uestion of insanity in rendering their ver-
t. They simply found the prisoner not
guilty. The Recorder did his duty in dis-
charging McFarland, and, indeed, he could
bave done mothing else under the eircum-
stanoes.

LAY DELEGATION IN THE METHODIST
CHURCH.

The long and animated contest in the
Methodist Episcopal Church on the introduc-
tion of lay ({’alegation into the Quadrennial
General Conference was finally decided by the
vote, on Saturday last, of the Maine An.
nual Conference. The vote of this body, the
last in the United States before which the
subject bad to be brought, swells the number
of ministers voting aye to the requisite three-
fourths: 4906 ministers have now woted for
and 1634 against the proposed change. The
Mission Conference in Germany, which has
45 mewbers, remains to be heard from; but
as its total vote, even if solidly oast against
layjdelegation, would still give to the oppo-
nents of the measure one vote less than one-
fourth of the whole vote cast, lay delsgation
may now be preclaimed ss having been ear-
ried, and as being henceforth an integral
part of the economy of the Methodist  Epis-
eopal Church,

e struggle, which now belongs to the
past, has been in some respects one of gene.
ral interest. It is a remarkable instanoce of
how the large Protestant denominations ae-
commodate themselves to the tendencies of
the age and the sentimonts of the people.

CONSTITUTIONAL OHRISTIANITY.
From the N. Y. Tribune,

The citizens of Randolph county, IlL, to
the number of one thousand, petitioned the
Oonstitutional Convention *‘in favor of the
recognition of Almighty God and the Chris-
tian religion in the Constitution of the State;"
but the gentleman who presented the petition
declared that he did not agree with the peti.
tioners. Now, a man may well have the
highest reverence for the Deity, and the most
abiding faith in the distinctive doctrines of
Christianity, and yet he may think it neither
p r nor to be desired that, upon a purely
political document, there should be ingrafted
a declaration of religious belief. There would
be no little indignation, and it would be just,
if any Legislature shonld declare the exist-
ence of a God and the truth of Christianity
by statute; indeed, there are those who would
feel that there would be in suckh legislation a
savor of profanity; and yet we are unable to
see that there would be any difference be-
tween such a statute and a declaration of
faith in the fundamental secunlar law of the
State. There are, we know, Btate constitn-
tions containing such declarations; but in
almost every case the fact is unknown to the
ﬁfople, and does not exercise the amallest

fluence over their belief or their disbelief,

The truth is, that such political affirma-
tions of religious faith are not ereditable to
Christianity, since they imply that it is weak
enough to need documentary evidence of this
kind; whereas, every church, every prayer,
every gathering together on the Lord's Day,
is a better affirmation of Christian truth than
any formal assertion put like a purple patch
into a Btate Constitution. Unquestionably,
Ohristianity is, and in some form will remain,
the religion of the land, as it is destined to be
the religion of the world. Its influence will
be felt, as it should be, in legislation; but we
eannot ignore the faot that Governments are
not establishied specially for its support and
propagation; and that history is full of warn-
ing against any union of Church and State.
If Ohristianity needed these guasi politioal
declarations, they might have our hearty ap-
proval. Asitis, out of respeot for Ohristi-
anity, we do not think that they are generally
desirable.

EMIGRATION—ALARM IN GERMANY.
From the N, ¥. Sun.

The total nnmber of emigrants who arrived
at this port from Europe during last week
was 9017,

Unless a white man is not equal to a negro,
the value of this importation of brains, bone,
and muscle, ocomputed on the worth
of a Southern ve before the war,
inoreases the positive wealth of this country
by the enormous amount of over nine mil-
lions of dollars within a week.

Of this mass of 9017 sonls, no less than
2452 came from North Germany. This fact
alone is sufficient to account for the disoredit
lately attempted to be thrown, nominally by
the ra of the Btock Exchanges of
Frankfort and Hamburg, but really the
German Government, on ocertain American
securities.

That the rulers of Europe, who estimate
men anio:n:qan of Ehe workégg clammm-

as ncing and consuming machines,
ﬂiﬂlﬂ Ee appnlfad by the remarkable extent
of the exodus from their dominions is natu-
ral. But both labor and ocapital must find
the "est market in a free country. Ame-
rican stocks and bonds, based on good secu-

rities, are being rapidly absorbed in all the
money markets of E'u.ropo, simply in acoord-

ance with the immutable law six per
cent. will attract more capital than three; and
no tion can be ultimately effectual in
retaining labor in a country where poverty is
the rule.

We understand that so alarmed has the
German Government lately becoma at the
possibility of having she rates of labor ma-
terially inoreased by this rapid diminution
of the supply, that a bill will shortly be pre-
sented to Chambers whose object is the
restriction of emi n by the imposition
of a heavy tax on every subject leaving the

country.
The contemplated remedy will probably
intensify the disease it is intended to cure.
